of the National Automobile Club 
by Lawrence C. Merriam, Super- 
intendent of Yosemite National 
Park. 
The following pertains to pets: 

; Dogs and cats are prohibited on 
ithe Government lands in the parks 
and monuments unless such ani- 
mals are on leash, crated, or other- 
wise under physical restrictive 
control at all times: Provided, 
however, that the superintendents 
may designate areas to which dogs 
and cats shall not be admitted. 
Supt. Merriam further states. We 
desire to point out that the Di- 
rector of the National Park Ser- 
vice has advised that the intent of 
his amend regulation is not to open 
| unrestrictedly the parks and other 
areas to the admission of dogs and 
cats, but is designed to permit 
such animals to be transported 
through the areas, or to reamain 
therein temporarily, with as little 
inconvenience as possible to their 
owners.

These expenditures are for new 
ship construction only, and do not 
include costs for maintenance of the 
fleet, its bases and personnel. 
According to recent testimony of 
Secretary of the Navy Charles Edi- 
son, there were more than 67,000 
civilians employed in government 
navy yards alone. 
Of the battleships under construc- 
tion, two 35,000-ton vessels, the 
Washington and North Carolina, 
costing about $65,000,000 each, are 
scheduled to be launched this 
spring. 
The vessels were started in 1937. 
According to Edison, these ships 
will be equal or superior to any 
“contemporary” warcraft in other 
navies. However, Edison has said 
that if these ships were to be laid 
down today, there would be many 
important changes in their design. 
Despite the sharp increases in 
naval costs in recent years for the 
construction of vessels of this and 
even greater tonnage, indications 
are that there will be no slackening 
of naval expenditures in the near 
future. Naval officials feel that the 
United States no longer can depend 
upon any other nation for support, 
but must have a fleet capable of re- 
sisting any foe or possible combina- 
tion of enemies. 
Stark Presses Building. 


In testifying before a congres- 
sional committee recently, Chief of 
Naval Operations Admiral Harold 
R. Stark said: 

“In view of the rapidly changing 
alignment of European understand- 
ing and alliances, and the existence 
of agreements as to community of 
interest between nations of Europe 
and Asia, I consider it essential that 
the United States take immediate 
action toward a positive assurance 
for its security, and this without de- 
pendence upon assistance from any 
foreign power. 

“I therefore desire to stress again 
that our approved naval building 
program should now proceed as rap- 
idly as shipbuilding facilities avail- 
able permit, and it may even be 
necessary to augment them.”

gun crew. All other cannon, from 
three-inch field guns to the huge 16- 
inch coast defense rifles that guard 
the Panama canal, are almost al- 
ways aimed entirely by mathemat- 
ical calculations, at targets which 
the gunners cannot see. 


“In firing modern cannon, either | 


on land or sea, many factors must 
be considered in pointing the gun 
so,that its shells will fall upon or 
close to the target. The force of 
gravity, direction and strength of 
the wind, warmth of the day, height 
of the barometer, extent of wear of 
the gun barrel, shape and weight 
of projectile, all must be considered 
iu figuring the trajectory, or curved 
path, that the projectile will follow. 
Many Factors Involved. 


“In a naval battle, the roll, pitch, 
speed and course of the ship, as well 
as the speed and course of the en- 
emy vessel being fired upon, must 
be calculated in addition to the oth- 
er factors. 


“In a land battle, it may make a | 


difference whether the shells being 
fired have been piled in the sunlight 
or in the cool shade of a tree. A 
shell will travel farther if the pow- 
der’ is warm because it burns more 
rapidly and generates more explo- 
sive power. 

“The most* astounding pieces of 
artillery in history were the huge 
German guns that bombarded Paris 
from a distance of 75 miles in tne 
spring of 1918. These guns fired a 
265-pound shell which left the muz- 
zle at a velocity of a mile per sec- 


ond. They were of about 8-inch cali- | 


ber and so long that the barrels were 


supported by cantilever trusses to | 


eKeep them from bending of their 
own weight. 

“The shell gradually rose to a 
height estimated at 24 miles, but the 
force of gravity pulling upon it re- 
duced its speed to one-half mile per 
second. Then, as the shell headed 
back toward earth along its curved 
trajectory, it picked up speed again, 
pulled downward by gravity and 
moving through the rarefied upper 

* air. 

“Smaller guns, in general use in 
most armies and navies, have short- 
er ranges, 
“lesser heights on the trajectory 
curve. The 75-millimeter (approxi- 


mately 3-inch) gun, standard light | 


field piece of the United States 
army, has a maximum range of 
about six miles, and the shell rises 


to about 2% miles at the highest | 


point of the trajectory. The 155-mil- 
limeter (6.l-inch) gun has an ex- 
treme range of about 16 miles, and 
its projectile climbs to nearly three 
miles. The 16-inch coast defense 
gun, with a range of 28 miles, fires 
a projectile weighing 2,340 pounds 
which would reach an altitude of 
11 miles at the highest point in its 
trajectory. 
Drop Shells on Target. 


“Howitzers, fired at a high angle, 
are designed to drop their shells al- 
most vertically downward upon the 
target. 

“The distinction between guns and 
howitzers is tending to disappear, 
however, for modern gung are de- 
signed to fire at high angles, like 
howitzers. The modern type of 75- 
millimeter gun used in the United 
States army can be elevated to an 
angle of 45 degrees, as compared to 
19 degrees for the old type, and the 
16-inch coast defense guns can be 
elevated to a 65-degree angle. 

“Because of the many factors that 
affect a shell’s trajectory, it is sel- 
dom that artillery scores a bull’s- 
eye. Shells usually fall within a 
large area around the target, and 
only a small percentage are direct 
hits. Coast defense guns have an 
advantage over battleships in being 
mounted on a steady platform. A 
hit almost anywhere on the battle- 
ship méy put it out of action, or re- 
duce its effectiveness, whereas the 
battleship must hit the actual guns 
of a coast defense fort.’’
